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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


This publication Is designed to satisfy 
the demand for statistics on a smaller 
geographical basis than that of Victorla as a 
whole or Its statistical divisions. This Issue 
Is the fourth of the series. The Information 
Included In thls publication is Intended to give 
a broad view of the more important demographic, 
economic, and social statistics for each local 
government area In Victoria. It Is expected 
that the fifth edition containing 1979 data will 
be published before the end of this year. 


2. The statistics have been compiled from 
census Information, statistics already issued In 
other ABS publications, and unpub! ished data. 

Bo While the main object of this 
publication ts to provide statistics of 
Individual local government areas, it has been 
thought worthwhile to Include a summary of data 
on a broader geographic basis. 
local government areas have been arranged 
alphabetically, followed by statistical division 
totals and total Victoria. 
alphabetical Index of the local government 
areas, Indicate the statistical division within 
which each local government area Is to be found.

Item descriptions 


ITEM 1. Areas below 100 square kilometres have 
been calculated to two decimal places, areas 
from 100 to 999 square kilometres to one decimal 
place, and areas of 1,000 or more square 
kilometres to the nearest whole number. 


ITEM 2. This Item shows’ the 
population of each local government area In 
Victorta at 30 June 1977. Except where the 
local government area In question has undergone 
a boundary change between 1 July 1976 and 30 
June 1977, the figures shown can be directiy 
compared with the estimated populations at the 
Census of Population and Housing conducted on 30 
June 1976. These latter figures are shown at 
Item 6. The footnotes to this publication 
identify those local government areas for which 
the figures are affected by boundary changes and 
indicate the magnitude of the changes.

The population estimates have been rounded to 
the nearest hundred persons in the Melbourne 
Statistical Division, and the nearest ten 
persons in the rest of Victoria. It should be 


noted that the figures for 30 June 1977 are 
estimates only and are subject to revision after 
the next census. 


ITEM 3. 
dwelling 


The estimated numbers of sel f-contained 
units for 1977 represent the stock 
ascertained at the Census of Population and 
Housing of 30 June 1976, plus the number of new 
dwelling units completed, minus an estimate of 
the net floss resuiting from demolitions, 
conversions, etce, Since the census. The 
numbers shown consist of private self-contained 
dwellings, both occupied and unoccupied. The 
term dwelling, as used in this item, Is defined 
as a single self-contained unit which has both 
bathing and cooking facilities. Communal 
such as hotels, motels, gaols, 
staff barracks and boarding houses 


are excluded.

ITEMS 4 & 5. 
the calendar year 1977 have been allocated to 
the local government area of usual residence of 
(births) or of the deceased (deaths). 
The discrepancies between total births and 
deaths and the sums of components have occurred

because the totals include the cases where a 
birth or death involved a Victorian resident in 
another State and cases where the mother's local 
government area of usual residence could not be 
determined. The figures for each local 
government area have been adjusted to exclude 
cases where a birth or death occurred involving 
a person usually resident outside Victorla. 
This adjustment has been made to eliminate the 
effect of interstate registrations on figures of 
births and deaths in certain areas particularly 
those adjacent to State borders. Despite these 
adjustments it noted that as_ the 
information reported is in some cases 
insufficient to establish the usual! residence 
with

complete accuracy, the figures for 
local government areas must be 
regarded as approximate. The presence of homes 
for unmarried mothers and homes for the aged may 
also have a significant effect on the birth and 
death figures for some local government areas. 
No adjustment has been made for the possible 
effects of these. The statistical division and 
Victorian totals for births and deaths include 
cases where the usual residence was overseas or 
unknown. These cases are not included In any 
Individual local government area figure. 


ITEMS 6-38. 
(1) Item 6, the estimated population at 30 
June 1976, is the Census result adjusted for 


under-enumeration, as measured by a post- 


enumeration survey. The adjusted population 


totals represent a better estimate of 
population at 30 June 
recorded' figures.

{TEM 41. For statistical purposes a road 
traffic accident is defined as follows: 
(1) that the accident occurred on any road, 


street, thoroughfare, footpath or place open to 


the public, including railway level crossing;

(11) that it involved any road vehicle (e.g., 
motor car, tram, ridden animal, etc.) which at 
the time of the accident was in motion. 


The determination of a 'casualty accident! 
depends, in many cases, on the police assessment 
of the severity of the injurles received by the 
persons involved. Where there is no visible 
Injury (but subsequent medical aid Is required), 
or when persons reporting accidents to the 
police are unaware of the existence of injuries 
received, misclassification of the accident may 
occur. In addition, procedural changes adopted 
in recent years at different intervals have ied 
fluctuation in the number of accidents 
being included in the reporting system. Precise 
measurement of the extent to which these factors 
influenced the not been 
possible, but they are likely to have operated 
to a varying degree in all States and 
Territories.

ITEM 45. A rural holding is defined as a piece 
of land used for the commercial production of 
agricultural crops or for the 
livestock and the production of 
products.

The functions of local government 
include the provision of services which 
may be regarded as 'ordinary' services to 
distinguish them from those provided through 
municipal business undertakings. Business 
undertakings which include electricity supply, 
water works, abattoirs, quarries, pipe and 
culvert works, and ice works are excluded from 
these items. Private street accounts have also 


been excluded. 
The principal ordinary services are: 


Roads and streets; health services; parks, 


recreational 
interest and 


gardens, libraries and other 
facilities; and payment of 
redemption of debt. The funds applied towards 
these and other services are obtained chiefly 
from rates levied on the owners or occupiers of 
property also government grants, charges and 
reimbursements.
